CHAPTER 407 
AN ACT to reimburse Hon. Andrew H. Dahl, former state treas-

urer, for attorney fees, disbursements and expenses incurred 
in the defense of himself in the suit of State Ex Rel., Sheldon 
and others against Andrew H. Dahl and the National Surety 
Company, in the circuit and supreme courts of Wisconsin, 
which suit was finally decided in favor of said Andrew H.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated from any moneys 
in the general fund of the state treasury not otherwise appro-
priated, the following sum for the purpose herein stated: eight 
thousand four hundred dollars to Hon. Andrew H. Dahl, former 
state treasurer, to reimburse him for attorney fees paid and 
owing to the firm of Jones & Schubring, and for expenses and 
disbursements incident to the litigation of the suit of State Ex 
Rel., Sheldon and others against Andrew H. Dahl, former state 
treasurer and the National Surety Company, which suit was 
finally decided in favor of said Andrew H. Dahl, former state 
treasurer. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.
